Conlidering what quaitity of Spaniſh, and other Forreign 
Wool is now uſcd .. and conſidering what fort of Cloathes -are 
now made, we do not corſume of our own Engliſh Woo) in 
 Juch chin broad fine Cloaths, above a third part of that quantity, 
which was ſpent thirty years ago in broad Cloathe,ſo that although 
our growrth be encreaſed, cur conſumption 1 1 leflened , and rhe 
ManutaQuure, by reaſon of the deceitfulneſs in Cloath- making pre- 
judiced : Now we humbly ſibmit to the judgment of this Hooou- 
rable Houle, what ſhall be done with the overplus of Wool which 
15 not manufaQured ? There being at this very inſtant four or five 
years Wool in ſeveral Grafies hands ; yet ſome Wool hath been 
lately ſold at four Pounds one Shilling the Pack , which fort of 
Wool formerly hath yielded twelve Pounds the Pack. 

Now if this Honourable Houſe of Commons ſhall think fit , by 
an A& of Parliament with limitations, to prohibit all his Majeſtics 
SubjeRs to tranſport Wool. and permit all Forreign Merchants 
to come into this Kingdom , between the firſt day of November, 

and the 25th. day of March ,* to buy and tranſport Wool, paying: 
ſuch moderate Cuſtom to His Majcſty as this Houle ſbal} tlnak rea- 
ſorahle:; It is humbly Wu; , that the price of Wool will 
riſe, His Majefties Cuſtoms will be certainly encreaſed , and the 

Rents of Land improved : Which permifiton of Foreigners to 

buy and tranſport, is according to former Statutes herereci red ,
